Notice was also received at the de- 
partment today that the Taku-Che Foo 
a is in working order. It is thought 
there will. soon be a direct and reliable 
line of wire cOmmunication from the 
War Department to Gen. Chaffee’s 
headquarters at Peking. 

MOST IMPORTANT DISPATCH. 
The most important dispatch of the 
day was not made public by the War 
Department, but was the subject of an 
extended conference at the White 
House this morning between the Presi- 
dent and Secretary Root and Acting 
Secretary of State Adeé. It was from 
Gen. Chaffee and arrived about the 
same time as the casualty list of the 
Peking fight. It was dated the i8th 
and therefore was not a reply to the 
message of inquiry sent to Gen. Chaffee 
by the War Department on Monday 
night. Still, if answered a number of 
the inquiries contained in that mes- 
sage. It dealt entirely with military 
operations and conditions. While it 
cannot be to have contained any 

news, and recorded the brilliant 
success of the American troops who 
have borne themselves so gallantly in 
the assault on Peking, it contained 
enough as to the unsettled conditions 
in China, and the prospect of long and 
arduous work in restoring peace, to 
form the subject for a consultation of 
some hours between the President and 
his advisers. 


WINTER CAMPAIGN PROBABLE. 


It was hoped in official circles that 
when Gen. Chaffee should be heard 
from he would report that the work of 
the American expeditionary force had 
been accomplished by the rescue of 
the iste rs, and that the blow 
struck at the Boxer insurgents by the 
foreign cu-ump had dissipated the revo- 
lutionists, a1.4 left China with hands 
free to make her peace with the civ- 
fiised world.

Therefore 
the prospect opened by Gen. Chaffee's 
Gispatch is that the American  con- 
tingent of necessity will be detained 
in China for some time to come, prob- 
ably for the whole winter. This will

ALLIES READY FOR THE ATTACK. 
{A. P. NIGHT REPORT.1 
IN CAMP, OUTSIDE PEKING, Aug.

American Flag Flying Over 
Imperial Granary. 


{A. P. NIGHT REPORT.1 

LONDON, Aug. 23, 4 a. m.—[By At- 
lantic Cable.) ‘ ay 1500 Americans 
attacked the imperial palace,” says a 
dispatch to the Morning Post from 
Peking, dated August 15, “and cap- 
tured four of the courts. The Ameri- 
can flag is fiying over the imperial 
granary and the imperiel bank has 
been looted.” 

Describing events previous to the re- 
lief, the Morning Post correspondent 
cables: 

“On August 12 the Tsung Li Yamen 
requested a conference with a view to 
peace. No armistite was granted, 
however, and that night we endured 
the longest fusiilade of the whole siege. 
It lasted tweive hours. : 

“August 13 the Tsung Li Yamen 
begged to be excused from any con- 
ference, saying that the members 
were too busy. Later they wrote that 
they ‘had forbidden firing on us, and 
would courtmartial any who disobeyed. 
During the evening many shells fell 
in the legation grounds.” 

The Datly Chronicle publishes an in. 
terview with the Japanese minister in 
London, Kato Takaki, which repre- 
sents him as having said: 

“The empress is the heart and soul 
of China. So long as she lives, so long 
as she remains in China, whether the 
supreme power is taken from her or 
not, she will always be the greatest 
force, the one above all others to be 
reckoned with. The difficulty will be 
to get any one who can speak for 
her. I fear that the,influence of Li 
Hung Chang is now of extremely little 
weight. 

“The powers must come to a final 
understanding quickly. Riots, anar- 
chy, bloodshed and misery throughout 
China will be the inevitable result of 
& policy that does not immediately 
disclose itself. The government must 
be re-established.” 

The Japanese envoy expressed his 
approval of the reported American sug- 
gestion regarding a conference of the 
powers and said he believed that sat- 
isfactory pec . compensation 
could be secured if the resources of 
China wert properly developed, de- 
spite the fact that her revenues are 


pledged. 

Field Marshal Von Waldersee, ac- 
cording to the Daily Mail's correspon- 
dent, expresses the opinion that his 
labors in China will be of long dura- 
tion, “as pacification will be a difficult 
undertaking.” 

Three hundred and seventy-five 
thousand Russian troops are already 
in the Far East or en route there by 
land and sea, or under orders to em- 
bak, This statement is made by the 
Mdscow correspondent of the Daily 
Graphic. who adds that mobilization 
is in progress all over European Rus- 
sia and that there are now at Odessa 
fourteen steamers chartered to take 
troops. 

According to a St. Petersburg special 
a telegram has been receivéd at the 
Russian capital from Shanghai, ane 
nouncing the departure of Li Hung 
Chang for Peking.

Board of General Appraisers Makes an 
Raling 


{A. P. DAY REPORT.1 

NEW YORK, Aug. 22.—An impor- 
tant reappraisement case has been set- 
tled by the United States general ap- 
praisers on an importation by George 
Lueders & Co. of artificial musk, 
heavy advances being sustained. The 
goods were imported from E. R. Bolin 
of Basle, Switzerland, and entered as 
artificial musk at £.380 per kilo. Cus- 
toms officials at this port advanced 
the goods to f.19,000 per kilo, which 
advance was sustained by General Ap- 
praiser Jewell. Comstock. and Brown, 
attorneys for the importers, appealed 
the case for reappraisement to the 
full Board of General Appraisers. 

Mr. Brown, attorney for the import- 
ers, speaking of the matter said: 

“The case in question arose through 
a test importation made by George 
Lueders Co., 
having a value fixed on. the 
artificial musk, and they were con- 
fident that the ultimate decision would 
be in their favor. They cannot under- 
stand why the vernment should pay 
so much attention to the representae- 
tions of a foreign house as against 


the clear indications of the ordinary 
market value of artificial m in 
Switzerland. In my opinion, the price 
of f.19,000 per kilo for Swiss artificial 
musk was, as it has nec ter- 
iged by a prominent’ customs official, 
‘a fantastic value,’ but that whatever 
the facts may be as to the value in 
France, there can be no question that 
the market value in Switzerland is a 
very small fraction of that figure. The 
matter is of considerable importance 
to the trade. as artificial musk could. 
be extensively used in the manufac- 
ture of perfumes if it could be bought 
at a reasonable price.” :

Collis P. Huntington will, it is believed 
by Southern Pacific officials here, bring 
about an abandonment of what is 
known now as “Huntington's Folly,” 
to make Galveston the Gulf terminus 
of his railroad system and operate 
New York steamships from there in- 
stead of from New Orleans.

ABOLISHES THE ROYALTY.

MORE TRACK WANTED. 
BAKERSFIELD, Aug. 21.—{Regular 
Correspondence.] Notwithstanding the 
fact that the Southern Pacific has built 
& spur into the Kern River oil fields 
and also added a two-mile branch near 
the upper end, the shipping (facilities 
are not complete enough to satisfy all 
the operators. Along the west line 
of section 32 and extending north is an 
arroyo which furnishes an easy grade 
for a track which would tap a rich 
and wide district, capable now of fur- 
nishing twenty carloads per day, as 
shown by actual canvass.

ONTARIO COLONIES. 
LEMON-COLORING PLANT. 
NORTH ONTARIO, Aug. 22.—{Regu- 
lar Correspondence.} The Ontario-Cu- 
camonga Exchange has secured con- 
trol of the old clitrus-acid bullding 
erected here a few yeas ago by the 
Marshall-Field Company, and will con- 
vert it into coloring and storage plant 
for the large crop of lemons. The 
building is 60x120 feet. So far only five 
apartments have been arranged with 
hot air and steaming apparatus. A 
large furnace, boiler and steam chest 
have been installed and the piant will 
soon be in running order. North On- 
tarfo is taking great strides in the 
growing of lemons as well as oranges, 
and the extent of production of the lat- 
ter fruit here is a surprise to visitocs. 
Many hundréds of acres will come into 
bearing in the next few years. Since 
the development of a_ sufficiency of 
Water the industry has made rapid 
strides. The Exchange is now shipping 
an order of one car a day. This wil. 
be doubled on the ist of September. 
Last week a dividend of $10,000 was 
paid the growers in this vicinity, w.th 
another one equally as large to follow. 
At the orange houses work is very dull, 
however a few cars of late Valencias 
are being shipped. At the Norih On- 
tario Packing Company's house an in- 
creased force is at work packing and 
shipping apricots. From four to seven 
cars a week are being gotten out.
